He 
went into a tailor shop and got 
measured for a suit of clothes. Fe 
wandered about town that day till 
the east bound overland came along, 
when be bought a ticket for Reno. 
He wrote two letters, one to the 
laundryman, Ware, aud one to his 
landlady at No. 37 Second street, 
saying he would be at homeina 
day or two. He stayed at Reno a 
few days, and then went back to 
Sacramento and got his clothes. 
On Saturday night he went to the 
city and slept at a city-front lodg- 
ing house that night. He after- 
wards went back to his lodgings, 
and pursued his accustomed habits 
in the city until captured. 

Little has been learned about 
the early life of this remarkable 
highwayman. He says that he is 


a New Yorker, but it is believed he 


came from Massachusetts. He was 
in the army with Phil Sheridan and 
rose to some rank—Captain, prob- 
ably. What he did after the war 
closed is not yet publicly known, 
but evidence indicates that he fol- 
lowed the business of mining.
